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INTRODUCTION

The Government of Madras took up for consideration the 
question of publication of the various manuscripts in different 
languages on subjects like Philosophy, Medicine, Science, ete., 
early in May, 1948. Important manuscripts libraries in the 
Madras Presidency were requested to send a list of unpublished 
manuscripts with them for favour of being considered by the 
Government for publication. The Honorary Secretary of the 
Tanjore Maharaja Serfoji’s Sarasvathi Mahal Library, Tanjore, 
alone complied with this request. This list as weil as a similar list 
of unpublished manuscripts in the Government Oriental Manue 
scripts Library, Madras, were carefully examined and a tentative 
selection of manuscripts suitable for publication was made. 
The Government in their Memorandum No. 34913/48-10, 
Education, dated 4-4-1949, constituted an Expert Committee with 
the Curator of the Government Oriental Manuscripts Library, 
Madras, as the Secretary, for the final selection of manuscripts 
suitable for printing and for estimating the cost of publication. .

It is hoped that the publication of most of the important 
manuscripts will be completed within the next few years. 


Some of the manuscripts taken vp for publication are 
represented by-single copies in the Library and consequently the 
mistakes that are found in them could not be corrected by 
comparing them with other copies. The editors have, however, 
tried their best to suggest correct readings. The wrong readings 
are given in round brackets and the correct readings have been 
suggested in square brackets. When different readings are found, 
they have been given in the foot notes except in the case of a 
few books in which the correct readings have been given in the 
foot-note or incorporated in the text itself. 


The Government of Madras have to be thanked for 
financing the entire scheme of publication although there isa 
drive for economy in all the departments. My thanks are due 
to the members of the Expert Committee who spared no pains 
in selecting the manuscripts for publication. I have also to 
thank the various editors, who are experts in their own field, for 
readily consenting to edit the Manuscripts and see them through 
the press. The various presses that have co-operated in

The present work consists of numerous important Anseri 
tions found in the various temples of the Madras Presidene 
These are based upon copies of the inscriptions that we 
collected by Colonel Mackenzie, the renowned Surveyor-Gener 
of India and preserved in this library. The first volume con 
taining the inscriptions from the five districts of South Arcol 
North Arcot, Ramanathapuram, Coimbatore and Chingleput wa 
published last year. The secod volume which is now Ppublishe 
contains the inscriptions secured from Tanjayur, Tiruchirappalli 
Tirunelveli, Madurai districts and the outlying Tamil areas inclu 
ded in the other districts and States. This gives elaborate detail: 
about the erection of temples, the renovation, the lands donatec 
for the conduct of worship in the temples and for the celebratior 
of ordinary and special festivals. It contains very valuable infor. 
mation about the culture of our ancient people and the standard 
of moral and material Prosperity in those days. This also con: 
tains some information of historic value about the Céra, Cola, 

and Pandya kings. It is believed that this may prove to be of 
<gteat value and help to the stu dents of South Indian History.

PREFACE

The second volume of the South Indian Temple 
Inscriptions which is now published contains 543 ins- 
criptions copied by the surveyors of Col. Mackenzie 
from the Tamil districts of Tanjavur, Tiruchirappalli, 
Tirunelveli and Madurai and from the outyling 
Tamil area in the Malabar district of the Madras State 
as well as from similar Tamil areas from the neigh- 
bouring states of the Andhra, Mysore and Travan- 
core-Cochin; as also those copied from the other 
Tamil! districts which could not be included in the 
first volume. 


Of these, the texts of 69 records have been omitted 
from this volume, they having been published else- 
where; only their summaries as far as possible in the 
language of the inscriptions are given with the rele- 
vant references to such publications. The texts of 
another fifteen records though published elsewhere, 
are given here in full, either because their fuller ver- 
sions are available or some variations are found in 
their texts. 


- Of the remaining, about 39 records, being mere frag- 
ments, do not admit of identification. Again, nearly 
250 records or roughly about one half of the total 
number of inscriptions contained in this volume, can- 
not be identfiied with those copied by the Epigraphy 
Department. Evidently these have not ~been copied by 
the department. The other inscriptions, though copied 
by the department, are still unpublished and thus 
their texts are now made available for the first time. 


These two volumes contain in all 1090 inscriptions 


and they do not complete the entire collection of the 
Cc 


xu 


inscriptions in Tamil made by the surveyors of Col. 
Mackenzie. There are still many inscriptions to be 
scrutinised and published and these may be divided 
into three categories as follows : 


I. Inscriptions not found engraved in any temple 
and not relating to any endowment to or transaction 
ofatemple. These are mostly copper-plate grants, 
relating to the creation of new villages or the benefa- 
ctions made to private individuals or charitable insti- 
tutions, inthe possession of private individuals. Some 
stone inscriptions engraved in some public place 
registering some benefaction of public utility and 
copied for Col. Mackenzie also fallunder this category. 
The last inscription of this volume, the lithic record 
from Ramanathapuram near Dindigul (No. 1099) 
which is included here by way of illustration, may be 
cited as an example. 


II. Besides transcripts and versions in Tamil, 
the surveyors of Col. Mackenize have also copied some 
Inscriptions, preparing eye-copies, exactly as found 
on stone, as they probably could not decipher them. 
Inscription No. 1090 referred to above is one such 
instance. To illustrate this a photographic reproduction 
of the eye-copy found in the collection is given as fron- 
tispiece to this volume. It may also be mentioned, 
in passing, that the Asoka inscription (a copy of his 
minor rock-edict) recently discovered at Rajula- 
Mandigiri near Karnul has also been noticed by the 
surveyors of Cole Mackenzie and an eye-copy of the 
opening portion of the same is found in the collection. 
So far as the Tamil area is concerned, such eye-copies 
are mostly of the Vatteluttu inscriptions, though there 
are some archaic Tamil inscriptions like the Ramana- 


thapuram lithic record, mentioned above, which they 
conld not decipher. 
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If. In addition tothe above two categories, there 
are also some ‘ Temple inscriptions’ which could well 
have been included in these volumes, but are left out. 
For intance, Sri. V. Rangachari mentions in his A 
Topographical list of Inscriptions in the Madras Presidency 
that the Mackenzie collection contains copies of 24 
inscriptions secured from the temple of Viraraghavap- 
perumal at Tiruvellore and gives the abstracts thereof- 
It is also worthwhile noticing, in this connection, that 
the officers of the Epigraphy Department visited the 
place in the year 1945 and seem to have copied only five 
inscriptions from there. Probably the remainining 
inscriptions are not available, and we may have to 
depend only on the copies preserved in the Mackenzie 
collection for those records. But these are not in- 
cluded in these volumes. Again in copying some of 
the inscriptions from Sendalai and Kandiyur, the 
surveyors of Mackenzie copied certain portions or 
létters of some records exactly as found on the stone 
and these have also been excluded. 


There is an inscription in the Grantha script 
of the Pandyan king Jatavarman Sundara Pandyadeva 
at Chidambaram stating that the king weighed him- 
self against gold(tulabhara) and offered the gold to god 
Nataraja. Thetext of this has been published in 
the Sen Tamil (vol. IV) by the late T. A. Gopinatha 
Rao with some gaps in the middle. There is a copy 
of the same in the Mackenzie collection giving the 
inscription in full. But it is worn out and no 
other copy of it exists in the library. This inscription 
and some similar records have not been included in 


this publication. 


The records falling under the above three cate- 
gories are as important as those now published and

they claim special attention for the following 


reasons: 


It is generally known that copper-plate grants are, 
sometimes, more important for historical research 
than even lithic records, as they contain more infor- 
mation about the donor and his family. Further, as 
they are in the possession of private individuals, 
they are liable to change hands very easily. For 
example, the Mackenzie collection contains the Tamil 
translation of a copper-plate grant recording the gift 
of some villages by the Mysore king Krishnaraya 
Udaiyar to meet the expenses of worship and certain 
special offerings to god Varadaraja - perumal at 
Kanchipuram, then in the possession of the Alagiya 
Manavala Jiyar matha at Kanchipuram (No: 429). 
The same inscription has been published in the 
Epigraphia Carnatica as having been found in the 
Mysore state. There are also well-known cases of 
the discovery of copper-plate grants in places far 
removed from the villages the gift of which is rigis- 
tered in them. Again these grants do not come to light 
easily and there are cases on record of similar grants 
noticed by earlier writers disappearing subsequently 
leaving no trace behind them. It is very doubtful if 
the originals. of all the copper-plates included in the 
Mackenzie collection can be traced at present. In 
such cases we may have to depend entirely on the 
copies available in the collection. : 


As regards the records for which only eye-copies 
are preserved, nothing can be said now about 
their value until they are copied. Two instances of the 
importance of such eye-copies have already been refer~ 
red to. Among such copies prepared for the Vatteluttz 
records, there is one at Srivilliputtur of the early 
Pandyan king Vira Pandya, ‘who took the head of 
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. the Chola’ (Solanralaikonda ViraPandya.) It is also to 
be noted that these eye-copies are the originals with 
no duplicates or transcripts and it is likely that in 
course of time they may also be damaged. 


As regards the third category: a careful research 
will have to be made among the entire collection to 
trace all the Tamil inscriptions. Only the inscriptions 
that are easily available and handy have _ been 
‘included in these two volumes. The assistants of Col. 
Mackenzie have prepared lists, on the model! of Part I 
-of the Annual reports on the South Indian Epigraphy 
in two bulky volumes, one for the Southern districts 
andthe other for the Northern districts, with the 
particulars of the place from which each inscription 
was copied, -the names of the donor and the donee, the 
year quoted in the record, the language and script 
employed and finally a short abstract of the record. 
‘These lists will be of immense use to trace the inscri- 
ptions which have been left out. There are also some 
Tamil inscriptions in the volumes for the Northern 
districts. I may mention for example the trilingual 
inscription at Dongalasani in the Cuddapah district 
of the time of the Chola king Kulottunga III. This 
has been copied by the surveyors of Mackenzie 
and the Tamil copy is also preserved in the collection. 


From the above it will be seen that the Mackenzie 
collection of Tamil inscriptions contains a wealth of 
material and it will be impossible to assess their value 
until all of them are published. But this much may 
be said, that South India owes very much to Col. 
Maakenzie for the indefatigable labour of love which 
prompted him to collect these materials. Had it not 
been for him, many of the precious documents would 
have been lost for ever. 


The Government Epigraphist for India, not only 
permitted me to consult the impression of inscriptions 
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collected in his department and kept inhis Madras 
office, but also evinced keen interest in the publi- 
cation. Sri K.A. Nilakanta Sastri.M.A., Retired Profes- 
‘gor of Indian History and Archaeology, University of 
Madras and at present Professor of Indology in the 
University of Mysore, and Dr. N. Venkataramanayya, 
M.A. PH. D., Retired Reader in Indian History, Univer- 
sity of Madras and at present Regional Resarch 
Officer, History of Freedom Movement, Madras, dis- 
cussed with me various problems and helped mein 
many ways. The officers and staff of the Epigraphy 
Department as well as of the Government Oriental 
Manuscripts Library rendered me all help. To ail 
these I am indebted very much. 


In the end, I have to:express my thanks to Sri T. 
Chandrasekharan M.A.,L.T., Curator of the Government 
Oriental Manuscripts Library, Madras in entrusting” 
this work tome and to the Rathnam Press, Madras, 
for their co-operation and speedy execution of the 
work in an excellent and attractive manner in spite 
of itsexacting nature.

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NOTE ON TRANSLITERATION, Etc. 


The system of transliteration adopted by the Epigraphy 
Department has been followed in this publication. The Sanskrit 
vowel ‘ri’ is not distinguished. The Tamil consonant ‘na’ (e7)is 
distinguished very rarely, as the absence of it will not handicapa 
Tamil reader, while the use of it will be unintelligible to a non- 
Tamilian. 


The number, like (No. 109 of 1904), at the beginning of the 
introduction to a record represents the number and year of the 
Epigraphic collection. 


The equivalent of the dates of the inscriptions having astronomi- 
cal details, in the Christian era have been calculated with the 
help of the Indian Ephemeris by L. D. Swamikannu Pillai. 


The number, like D. 3657, at the right-hand top of each record 
represents the accession number of the original in the Govern- 
ment Oriental Manuscripts Library, Madras, used for this edition. 
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Eye-copy of theStone Inscription from Ramanathapuram 
(Dindigul Taluk) of the time of the early Pandyan 
king Maranjadaiyan.

Ona pillar in the mandapa of the temple of 
S‘iva knownas Somanatha. Record dated in S’aka 1375, S‘rimukha, 
Chittirai, stating that the big mandapa and Sopana were constructed 
by Vanadaraya nayan-Narasingadévan of Poruvanur. 
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(No. 524 of 1920). Round the base of the central shrine of the 
Gopinatha-Perumal temple. Record dated in Saka 1372, Pramodita, 
Puratiaéi, of the reign of the Vijayanagara king Mallikarjunadeva- 
Maharaya, son of Virapratapa Dévaraya-Maharaya, ‘ who institut- 
ed the elephant hunt’ registering the gift of land given by Saluva 
Tirumalaiyadéva-Maharaya for offerings and worship to the “god 
Gopinatha-perumal at Tiruch-chattimurram alias Mudikondas'dla- 
puram. mete 
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Record dated in Saka 1375, Manmatha (wrong), Tula, S'u. 
prathama, Wednesday, As'vati of the reign of the Vijayanagara king 
Vira Prauda devaraya Maharaya, son of Virapratapa Dévaraya 
Maharaya registering the gift made by Saluva Tirumalajya raja on 
the occasion of Uttana dvadas'i on Arpagi 18 of the cyclic year 
Srimukha to meet the expenses of worship, offerings, repairs to 
the temple and monthly festivals to the god Gdpinatha-perumal of 
Mudikondas'dlapuram. The details of the gift are not found. The 
date is irregular. 


The king is Virapratapa Mallikarjunadeva Maharaya. 
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Record dated in Saka 1372, Pramadi, (mistake for PramGdita) 
Kanya, Su. ékadas'i, Sravana corresponding to A. D. 1450, 
September 17, Thursday, cf the reign of the Vijayanagara king 
Sri Vira Mallikarjunadeva Maharayar, son of Sri Virapratapa 
Deva Maharaya registering the gift of land made by Mahamanda- 
lés'vara Saluva Tirumalaiyadéva Maharayar from the month of 
Purattaégiof the Pramodhita year as sarvamanya to meet the expenses 
of the worship, etc. of Gdpinatha-perumal. 
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Record dated in Saka 1372, Pramddata, Karttigai 21, ba. 
dvadagi, Saturday, Ardra of the reign of the Vijayanagara king 
Sri Vira Mallikarjumadeva Maharayar registering the gift of land 
by Mahamandalés'vara Saluva Tirumalaiya déva Maharaya to meet 
the expenses of worship, repairs to the temple and the car festival 
of the god Gopinatha perumal. The intended date is probably A. D. 
1450, November 21, Karttigai 23, ba. dvitiya. 
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Record dated in Saka 1437, Plavanga, (wrong), Avani of the 
reign of the Vijayanagara ruler Tirumalaiya deva Maharaya 
registering the gift of lard to meet the expenses of worship etc. of 
the god Gopinatha-perumal. 
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Record dated in Saka 1373, Visvavasu (wrong), Purattasii of the . 


reign of the Vijayanagara king Mallikarjuna deva Maharayar, son 
of Virapratapa Dévardya-Maharaya, registering the giftof land by 
Saluva Tirumalai déva-Maharaya to meet the expenses of worship, 
etc., of the god Gopinatha-perumal. 
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Record dated in the 12th year of the reign of the Chola king 
Tribhuvana chakravartin Kulottunga chola deva registering the 
grant of land in the adjacent village of S‘dlapuram, by S'elvakkum- 
udaiyar of §6lapuram in Kilar-kirram, a sub-division of Pandya- 
kulapati-valanagu, to meet the expenses of worship of the god 
Gopinatha-perumal. 
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Record dated in the 2ist year of the reign of the Chola king 
Tribhuvana-chakravartin Kulottunga chola deva registering the 
grant of land to meet the expenses of worship, offerings, etc. to 
the god Gopinatha-perumal by Udaiyan Mottan Mellodaiyan of 
Mélyevvalattir, a village in Kilar-kirram, a sub-division of Chéla- 
valanadu.

The Sanskrit verse records the construction of the high maha- 
mandapa in the temple of S ri Chennaraya-prabhu, i.e,, Saundararaja- 
peruma] onthe Sirya-saptami, [S'u. saptami day] in the Makara 
month of the cyclic year Tarana.

Record dated in Saka 1113, Visvavasu: Purattaéi 27, ba. 
dagami, Rohini, of the reign of the Vijayanagara ruler Pratapa 
Deva Maharayar registering the grant of 2 véli of Jand in Sarakkap~ 
péttai as Tiruvidaiyattam to meet the expenses of worship, offerings 
and Kottagai festival of the god Gopinatha-perumal. 

The date is irregular. The cyclic year and the Saka year do 
not correspond. Probably the figure 3 of the hundredth place in 
the Saka date is left out in the manuscript and when it is supplied 
the year would be 1313. 
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Record dated in Saka 1379, Nala, Dhanus, Su. ékadas'i 
Tuesday registering the grant of 121% velt of land inthe village of 
Tiruppayapuram Agarm as Tiruvidaiyattam to the god Saundara 
perumal by the Vijayanagara ruler Virupakshadeva raya. 
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‘Record dated in the 21st year. Mithuna, S'u. dvadas'i, Thurs- 
day and Visakha of the reign of the Chola king Tribhuvana- 
chakravartin Rajarajadeva registering the gift of wet land (to the 
extent of ndlu ma mukkani araikkani, 1... vo of a vélt) in the village 


of Dé. arajapuram. 
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(No. 21 of 1908). [On the south wall of the first prakara of the 
Airavatés'vara temple]. Record dated in the 8rd year 292nd day of 
the reign of the Pandyan king Maravarman alias Tribhuvana 
chakravartin Vira Pandyadeva registering the gift of 20 vél¢ of 
land in Ten-Kurukkai alias Rajanarayanapuram, a village in Tiru- 
naraiyur-parru as iraiyilé (tax-free) from the month of Panguni 
of that year to meet the expenses of worship and repairs to the 
temple of Udaiyar Rajaraja-Igvaram-udaiya-Nayanar at Rajaraja- 
puram in Mélkirram, a sub-division of Kuldttungas'’dla-valanadu- 
The king was seated on the cot called Kdalingarayan in his bed- 
chamber in the palace (koyt/) at Kandiyir in Pandyakulapativalanadu 
in the Sdla-mandalam at the time of issuing the order-for this grant. 
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_ A damaged record dated in the 22nd year...day of the reign of 
the Chola king Tribhuvana chakaravartin Sri Rajarajadeva 
registering the gift of land as tivunamattukka@ai to the god. There 
are too many gaps in the text. : 
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(No. 23 of 1908) [On the inner gopura of the temple, right of 
entrance.] Record dated in the 10th year, Tai 14, of the reign of the 
Pandya king Maravarman alias Tirbhuvana chakravartin Srivallabha 
deva registering the provision made for repairs and for celebrating 
festivals, in the temple of Ira{ja*}ralja*] isuram udaiya-Nayanar, by 
the residents of Uttattar-nadu, a sub-division of Kulottuaga- [sola] 


valanadu. 
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Record dated in the 31st year, Makara, _ ba. dvitiya, Uttara- 
shada (probably a mistake for Uttaraphalguna) of the reign -of the 
Chola king Tribhuvana chakravartin Sri -Rajarajadeva registering 
the grant of land (ivandu ma mukkani avatkkant) 
meet the expenses of worship, offerings, etc., to the god by a 
native of Peruchchélipuram, a village in Kilar-kirram, a sub- 
division of Pandyakulapati-valanaqu. 
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Record dated in the 12th WORE cccs ox, day of the reign of the 
Chola king, Tribhuvana chakravartin Rajarajadeva_ with many 
gaps. Seems to register the gift of land to the Nayanar of Rarasura- 
puram. Mentions Vadavalattir in Kilar-kirram and Vaiganallir.' 
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(No. 22 of 1908). [On the inner gopura of the same temple, 
right of entrance.] Record dated in Saka [1408,] Krodhana, Makara, 
Su. ékadas/i, registering the tax-free gift by Ayyan Viramaras/ar of 
2% veli of wet land of his jzvitam at Rarasuram to meet the expenses 
of worship of the god Irajara[jé]éuram-udaiya-Nayanar. 

In the Saka date, the figure 10 written in the original is evi- 
dently a mistake for the 100. 


1 The text appears to be mixed up of portions of two separate 
records. Probably No. 16 of 1908 registering the gift of land and 
No. 17 of 1908 registering the arrangements made for the disposal 
of the fruits grown on the temple garden are the two records mixed 
up here. 
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Record dated in the 13th year, (month not stated), Su. prathama 
Vigakha of the reign of the Chola king Tribhuvana chakravartin 
Rajarajadeva (III) containing the meykkirtit beginning with the 
words, ‘‘ Puyal vayttu’’ etc., registering the grant of land to meet 
the expenses of worship in the temple. The lines appear to have 
been mixed up. 
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Record dated in the 22nd year, Makara, ba. trayodas'i, Wednes- 
day, Rohini of the reign cf the ChdJa king Tribhuvana chakra- 
vartin Rajarajadeva registering the gift on the auspicious occa- 
sion of ardhoddaya of 134 veli of (dry) land to the temple to meet the 
expenses of worship and taking the image of the deity in procession. 
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Record dated in the 33rd year, (month not stated), ba. pafichami. 
Sunday, Ayilya, of the reign of the ChoJa king Tribhuvana chakra- 
vartin Rajarajadeva registering the gift of land to meet the 
expenses of taking the image of the deity of Udaiyar Rarasuram- 
udaiya-Nayanar on the vehicle of the sacred bull (vrishabha. 
vahana festival). 
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(No. 264 of 1927). [On the east wall of the mandapa in front of 
the central shrine in the temple.] Record dated in $ika 1372, Praja 
pati, Karkataka, Paurnima, Friday, (mistake for Tuesday), S’ravana 
corresponding to A. D. 1451, July 13, Tuesday on which day ikke 
was a lunar eclipse, of the reign of the Vijayanagara king Virapratapa 
Sri Virupakshadeva Maharaya registering the gift of 12} veli of 
land to meet the expenses of the temple. 


From the Epigraphical report it is learnt that the reeord is of 
Devaraya-Maharaya registering a gift by Mahamandalégvara Tiru- 
malaiyadéva Maharaja, of the village Ellir in Tirunaraiyir-parru for 
the expenses of worship, offerings, etc. to the god Tiruch-chatti-vana- 
peruma! at Tiruchchattimurram. 
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(No. 270 of 1927). [On the south wall of the cuter prakara of 
the temple]. Record dated in the 3rd year, Prabhava, Tai 3, Su. 
dvitiys, Saturday, Vis'akha of the reignof the Chola king Tribhuvana 
chakravartin Rajarajadeva registring the gift of [sheep] and 2 lamp- 
stands by Védavanam udaiyan Karunakaradévan alias Amarakon of 
Palaiyanir in Palaiyanir-nadu, a sub-division of Jayankondagola 
mandalam for burning perpetual lamps in the presence of god Tiruch- 
chattimurram-udaiyar. 

The Epigraphical report gives the date as ...... S’u. shashthi, 
Saturday, Svati, and the number of lamp-stands presented as 5. 
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Record dated in the 33rd year, Dhanus, Su. dagami, Sunday 
S’atayam of the reign of the Chola king Tribhuvana chakravartine 
Rajarajadeva ‘who was pleased to capture Madurai, Karuvir, 
lam (Ceylon), and the crowned head of the Pandya and perform 
the Viradbhisheka and Vijayabhishéka’ registering the gift of land 
(13 véls) bya resident of Kulot!ungasolapuram in Pandyakulapati- 
valanadu to meet the expenses of conducting the car festival 
of the god Sivakkolundis'varar. 

The king in whose reign the above grant was made is evidently 
Kulottunga III. 
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Record dated in the 7th year, Mithuna, ba. prathama, Wednes- - 
day, Avittam of the reign of the Chola king Tribhuvana chakra- 
vartin Rajarajaceva registering the gift of 3 vél¢ of land to meet 
the expenses of the sacred bath in the evening to the deity Adi- 
Chandés'vara déva in the temple at Tiruchchattimurram in Pandya- 
kulapati-valanadu. 

The evening sacred bath mentioned in the record is evidently of 
the god of the temple and the grant is made in the name of Adi 
ehandés'vara, the traditional executive of the Siva temple. 
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Record dated in S’aka 1367, Bhava, Margali 13, S’u. ‘@kadasii 
Sunday of the reign of the Vijayanagara king Vira Praudhadeva 
Maharayar, son of Sri Viripaksha déva Maharaya, ‘ who instituted 
the elephant hunt’ registering the gift of land. [by a private in- 
dividual] as tiruvidaiyattam to meet the expenses of worship, etc 
of the god of the Tiruchchattimurram temp'e. ei 
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Record dated in the 23rd year, Mithuna, Su. dagami, As'lésha, 
of the reign of the Chola king Tribhuvana chakravartin Rajaraja- 
deva registering the grant of land to the temple of Tiruchchattig 
murram by a private individual. 

Pandiyan-kollai, Solamaligai, the river Tirumalai and Sdma- 
nathapuram are mentioned as boundaries to the gift - land. S’dJa- 
miligai is now a village very near ,Tiruchchattimurram. The river 
Tirumalairajan also runs very close and Somanathapurais most 
probably Kilap-Palaiyaru where there is a temple for Sdmanjtha, 
The Tirumalairajan which joins the sea near Tirumalairayanpattinam 
is said to have been dug during the days of the Vijayanagara viceroy 
Tirumalaidéva. 
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Record dated in the 31st year of the Chola king Rajakesari- 
varman registering the gift of dry land, nalu ma mukkanit avatkkani 
(22;) in extent, to meet the extra expenses of special festivals and 
repairs to the temple of god Tiruchchattimurra Nayanar. 

The king Rajakésarivarman mentioned in the inscription is 
evidently not one of the kings of the 10th century A. D., prior to 
the time of Rajaraja I. He should be a later monarch. 
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On the outer gopura of the Dhénupuris'vara temple. 


The record is in two parts. The first part containing the Sanskrit 
portion is evidently No. 258 of 1927, which according to the Epigra- 
phical report for the year 1926-27, is a damaged Sanskrit inscrip- 
tion, in verse, written in Grantha characters and which appears to 
record the repairs made to the temple. 
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The Tamil portion dated in Saka 1191, Bahudanya, Vris'chika, 
S‘u. dvitiya, Sunday, S’ravana registering the construction of the 
sacred tank and the mandapa in the temple of S‘ri Pattis'vara Naya- 
nar and the provision made for the worship in the temple by the 
grant of nalu ma mukkant (38 velt) of ‘land, forthe merit of the 
Vijayanagara king Sri Virapratapa Devarayar. 


The date is wrong and too early for the period intended. 
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Record dated in Saka 1137, Dhatu, Dhanus, Su. dvadaéi 
Wednesday, of the reign of the Vijayanagara king S‘ri Vira aigiaeatl 
registering the construction of the temple and the grant of 9$ vals 
of padugai land (ie., land situated on the banks of a river) for the 
expenses of the temple of Paitigvara Nayanar. 


The date Saka 1137 in evidently a mistake for 1337, the figure 
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Copper-plate grant in the possession of the anthorities of the 
Valmikangthasvamin temple. Dated in Saka 1684, Kali 4863, 
Chitrabhanu, Pushya (denoting only the solar month Makara and not 
the lunar month of that name), Paurnima, Saturday, Pushya, corres- 
ponding to A.D. 1763, January 29, the record registers the grant of 
3 véelt of land in the village of Hariharapuram alias Onbattuvéeli, as 
Sarvamanya to meet the expenses of the evening-worship of the god 
Valmikangthasvamin along withthe goddess S6makalamba by Bhi- 
maraya. a Khiledary under the king in the reign of the Mahratta 
raja of Tanjore Pratapa simha. 
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This appears to be the Tamil translation of the origina! grant — 
in the Marathi language written in the Dévanagari script. A copy 
of the original Maratht grant is also found in the collection, 
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On the wall of central shrine in the temple of Akas/apuris'vara. 
Record dated in the 14th year, Vris'’chika, Su. prathama, Saturday, 
Purvashada, ofthe reign of the Chola king Tribhuvana chakravartin 
Rajarajadeva (probably III). Seems to have many gaps, Probably 
the ends of lines of the inscription on the wall were obstructed by 
some construction. Seems to register the gift of some land. 
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(No. 42 of 1897) [On the south wall of the central shrine in the 
Vasishthés'vara temple]. Record dated in the 10th year of the reign 
of the Chola king Parakesarivarman registering the gift of 96 sheep 
by Madhurantakan Gandaradittan for buring lamps in the temple of 
the god Mahadéva at Karuntiitaikkudi, a suburb of Tafijavar in 
Tafpjavar-kirram. 

There is another record in continuation of the previous one, pro- 
bably connected with the same transaction. It has been copied 
corruptly and it is very difficult to restore the original form. 

The first two lines of the first record have been published as No. 
1405 of the South Indian (nscriptions (Texts), Vol V. 
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(No. 47 of 1897) [On the west wall of the same]. Record dated 


in the 20th year, Kanni, of the reign of the Chola king Tribhuvana 
chakravartin Rajarajadeva. There are probably many gaps in the 
text, consequent on the ends of lines not being available. Seems to 
register the tax-free gift of land to the temple of Karuntittaikkudi- 
Udaiyar, probably for raising a flower garden. 


Fragmentary portions of the first two lines have been published 
as No. 1410 in the South Indian Inscriptions (Texts), Vol. V. 
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Record dated in Kataka, Su. prathama. Saturday, Mrigasirsha 
of the 25th year [+1st year] of the reign of the king Tribhuvana 
chakravartin Kulasekharadeva ‘ who was pleased to capture the 
crowned head’. The copy is very corrupt and it seems to register 
the gift of lands to meet the expenses of Virakéralan (sandé insti- 
tuted in the temple of?) Iévaram Ua@aiyar in his name, Also mentions 
the Vishnu temple, the name of which might be restored as Tribhu- 
vanavira or Bhuvanaikavira Vinnagaram. 
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The dynasty to which the king belongs is not clear. But from 
the high regnal year quoted, 42nd year mentioned in another record 
secured from the same place; it is possible to identify him with the 
Pandyan king Maravarman Kulasekhara deva (I) whose accession 
took place in A. D, 1268. Another possibility is the Chola king 
Kulottungachola III ‘who was pleased to capture Madurai: 
Karuvur, Ilam(Ceylon) and the crowned head of the Pandyan 
king.’ But he did not have such a long reign, his latest date being the 
40th year. 
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Record dated in the 8th year, Masi of the reign of Kulase- 
kharadeva registering some agreement arrived at by the brah- 
madeyas and the nadus (assemblies) of a specified area with the 
ninety-eight samaya of Idangai community. The details of the agree- 
ment entered into are not available. 
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Record dated in the cyclic year Krodhana, Margali, registering 
the gift of some land to meet the expenses of offerings (taligat amudu) to 
the god Uyyakkonda-Nayanar of Kurukkai for the merit of a certain 
Tiruchcirrambalam. 
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Record dated in the 42nd year of the reign of the king Tribhu- 
vana chakravartin Kulasekhara deva. Seems to register the gift of 
6 vel of land on the day of Sravana combined with Monday in the 
month of Karkataka as dévaddma to the temple. The text is 
corrupt. 


It appears that two separate records are mixed up here. 
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(No. 149 of 1934). [On the south wall of the mandapa in front 
of the central shrine in the Vas/ishthés'vara temple.] Record dated 
in the 21st year, Ani of the reign of the Chola king Kulottunga 
choladeva. Purports to bea royal order issued to the tanattar of 
the temple of Téranar of Tenkudit- Tittai making a gift of 5 véli 
of land in the places they selected in Kandiyir-nadu, for the con- 
duct of a festival on the day of Uttirattadi in the month of Ani, 
the natal star of the king, and also for a service in his name 
called the Avanivéndaraman sandi in the temple. 


The Epigraphical report does not give the name of the king and 
states that the writing seems to belong to the 14th century A. D. 
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(No. 152 of 1934). [Ona pillar in the outer mandapa in fornt of 
the central shrine in the temple]. 
Though written as one inscription it contains two separate in- 
scriptions [engraved on two separate sides of the pillar.] 


The first one states that the mandapa was the gift of a Vélaik. 
kara of the temple of Kuldttunga-cholis'varam-udaiya-Nayanar at 
Perungolar, [who bears a few birudas like Edirilavivar, Satiuru- 
kalar, etc.]

There is a tradition about the construction of this temple and 
this record probably refers to it: 


It is well known that this temple was constructed by 
the Chola monarch Rajendrachola I to commemorate his 
Gangavijaya and the victories he gained in the north, utili- 
sing the vast resources of the empire including the far-off 
lands, even from beyond the seas. After the consecration cere- 
mony was over, he, one day wanted to know how much the con- 
struction had cost the treasury. But the minister who was 
in charge of the construction did not keep proper accounts. He, 
being a sincere and great devotee himself, was more keen in erect- 
ing the temple on a grand style than in maintaining proper 
accounts, Like Tennavan Brahmarayan, the minister of a former 
Pandyan monarch, who later on became the Saint Manikkavachaka, 
he prayed to god to get him out of the difficulty. Next day the 
elephant-faced god Ganesa assumed the role of an accountant and 
appeared before the monarch Rajendrachdla with his bundle to 
render accounts. When the king asked him to proceed with the 
reading of accounts, He read, ‘cttw nul eighty lakhs,’ stopped 
and looked at the monarch. The king pondered over it for a 


while and bade the accountant to return, being satisfied with the 
accounts. 


How the king was satisfied with the accounts is explained as 
follows: Whenever a marriage or auspicious function is celebra- 
ted and its account being written, it is usual among us to put 
down the: item ‘‘ Turmeric and saffron one anna” as the first one 
after ‘ Pijlaiyar suit.’ In the construction of a huge stone temple 
“elttu nul’’ or lining thread takes such a place. This 
thread is used for lining huge blocks of granite to the required 
size before actually chiselling. Seeing that such thread had cost

eighty lakhs, the king understood that the total expenditure would 
be a huge figure and thought it better to leave the matter there. 


Perhaps the story is imaginary mainly to stress the once 
gigantic stature of the now dilapidated temple. But it has been 
current at least for over 150 years. And the god Ganés'a_ en- 
shrined in a small temple about two furlongs to the west of the 
main temple of Brahadigvara is even today known as Kanakka- 
Vinayaka.

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On the door-jamb of the central shrine in the Munimuktis'vara 
temple..Record dated in the 19th year of the reign of the Kongu king 
Virarajendradeva registering the tax-free gift of the two villages 
Chudamani and Elavanur, in addition to the,lands given ona previous 
occasion, to'meet the.expenses of worshipping the deity Munimuktig- 
varam-udiyar, six times a day (shatkdla). 
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In the Subrahmanyasvamin temple of the village. Record 
dated in the cyclic year SObhakrit, Karttigai 11, registering the 
gift of 2 fey of wet land and15 kulikk@dw of ‘dry land in Nalla- 
tambi-kavundan-palaiyam to the temple of Subrahmanyasvamin.

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the king to the sabha of Neruvur in Kilanga-nadu, a sub-division of 
Viras'6]a-mandalam, to make a brahmadéya gift of some land in 
Maniyamangalam, which had been the camping ground (padai-nilat) 
of the king as a yatradana to his purohita, Alvar Sribaladévar, on 
the eve of the king’s invasion against Madurai to capture it for his 
marumaganay, Ku,...kharadéva. Refers to the land-measure intro- 
duced in the time of the king’s grand-father Viracholadéva. 


The Pandyan king referred to in this record is Kulagekhara of 
the civil war of succession to the Pandyan throne. The mention 
in the Ceylon Chronicle that Kulas/ékhara obtained the help of his 
uncle, the Kongu king is corroborated by this record. 


Kulottungacholadéva of the present inscription ascended the 
Kongu throne in A.D. 1149, as is evidenced by a record (No. 598 of 
1905) from Vijayamangalam in the Erode taluk dated in the 13th + 
1st year of his reign, corresponding to Saka 1085. The present 
inscription dated in his 17th regnal year would correspond to A.D. 
1166 when the Pandyan civil war had already begun and the first 
stage reached. This would place the commencement of the civil 
war a few years earlier than the date generally assigned to.it. It is 
therefore necessary to review the whole chronology of this war. 
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On a stone in a private field to the east of the entrance to the 
village Puduppalaiyam on the road from Neriir to Tiruchirappalli 
Fort. 


Record in the Kannada script copied here in the Tamil saript.

Record dated in the cyclic year Saumya, Adi 21, in the reign of 
the Vijayanagara viceroy Koneriraja bearing the titles Mahaman- 
dalésvara, Pattukatiari, Rdaya-basavagankara, Kanchipuravara- 
dhisvara, and Madiyddu-mannar-manavalan stating that the income 
from certain taxes payable to the palace were to be paid to the tem- 
ple of god Vilumiya-Nayanar of Uyyakkondan-Tirumalai. 


As Konériraja was known to have been in charge of the Tiruchi- 
rappalli-girmai from A.D, 1488 to 1492, the cyclic year Saumya 
of the present record would be that coinciding with Saka 1412.

malai-itirunal (hill-festival) of god S’evvantis’'vara (which is an- 
other name of Matribhiitégvara).

Damaged record, of which only the opening is found, dated 
in S’aka 1428, corresponding to the 2nd + 31st year of the Later 
Pandyan king Alagan Perumal Parakrama Pandyadeva. 
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Record dated in the 2nd + * year, Mina 16, and Anuradha of 
the reign of the Pandyan king Parakrama Pandyadeva registering 
an order of the god of the temple bestowing two ma of land in addi- 
tion to two na@/i prasadam per day and 3 panam per month on 
Kailasanatha 'Bhattar of Vasishtha gotva and As'valayana sitra 
belonging to Tirukkudamaikku as kaniyatcht for doing service in 
the temple.

Fragment mentioning the Saka year 1423, corresponding to the 
2nd + 16th year of the reign of a king whose name is not found. 
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Another fragment mentioning the « + sth year of the reign of 
Parakrama Pandyadeva and Ari nadu. 
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Fragment of a record dated in the 4th year of the Pandyan 
king Jatilavarman alias Tribhuvana chakravartin Srivallabhadeva 
mentioning S‘ri Perumal! Alagan Perumal Ativiraraman S rivalla- 
[bha] born in the nakshatra Anusha. 
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Incomplete record dated in S’aka 1413, corresponding to the 2nd 
+ 6th year, Karkataka 12, Su. Pafichami, Monday and Uttaradam 
in the reign of Parakrama Pandyadeva registering an orderas ig 
issued by the god, bestowing the kdniyatcht of some service in the 
temple on a certain person of Atréya-gotrva and Bodhayana siira. 
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(No. 432 of 1914). On the main gopura of the temple. Inscrip 
tion dated in the cyclic year Vis'vavasu, Vaikaéi, 14th day, Monday, 
Uttarashadha recording the restrictions and privileges of certain 
classes of people. The Epigraphical report gives the date as the 
24th day of Vaikaéi. 

There is a similar inscription at Srivilliputtir also. 

The record contains some information about a quarrel that took 
place between the two castes Dévendrakutumbar and the Paratyar 
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in regard to certain social privileges that were being enjoyed by 
them. It opens witha mythical account of the caste Dévéndra- 
kutumbar and narrates how they obtained those privileges. 
Once upon a time there was a severe famine in the country and the 
three kings; the Cho]a, the Chéra and the Pandya went to Dévéndra 
to ask forrain. The Chola and the Chéra kings sat on the seats 
offered, while the Pandya king sat by the side of Dévéndra himself 
demanding equal privileges. Disliking this Dévéndra tried to humi- 
liate the Pandya, who got angry and returned to his country taking 
with him forcibly [the sons (?) of] four heavenly damsels (deyva 
kannimar) as also kannal-virat (sugar-cane shoots) Radali virat 
(plantain shoots), palymra seed and several varieties of paddy, a bull 
(rishabha) and a Savi (?). The descendants of the first got the title 
Dévéndra-kutumbar while the other three got the names V4@riyar, 
Akkagalai and Ilantariyan. Dévéndrakutumbar dug 12,000 wells ina 
day and thus provided water for irrigation. In recognition of this 
meritorious act, the Pandya king was pleased and gave him the 
use of certain privileges, such as a white elephant, a white parasol, 
kevadi, carrying torch in day-time, pavadai, a pair of silambu, two 
kodukku, sixteen-pillared pandals for festive occasions and three 
tér for funeral procession, the title of pawchavan, eighteen kinds of 
musical instruments, kanaka-tappu, etc. The Paraiyar also claimed 
these privileges as theirs and began touse them. Then Kuttikku- 
tumban of Vagaikkulam and Allakartta kutumban of Malaiyankus 
lam with others waited on the king and represented these matters. 
It was then decided on the authority of certain copper-plate grants 
that had been issued previously, that the Paraiyar were to enjoy 
only a few privileges, such as three-pillared pandal for festive occa- 
sions, one kodukku, suitable ‘marappu, one silambu, one pandam, a 
home without a beam and the payment of fee for funerals. The 
Kutumbar were given [the additional title of Tirumalai-Kutumbar 


and] a rent-free plot of land having the sowing capacity of two Réttai 
of paddy seed. 


From the Epigraphical report it is seen that the characters of 
the Srivilliputtir record are of the 17th Century A.D. and that the 
astronomical details of the record point out A.D. 1665, May 22, 
Monday, as the only day inthe century, satisfying all the details, 
falling within the reign of the Madurai Nayaka ruler Tirumalai 


Nayaka, whose name appears to have been bestowed in the Kutum- 
bar, 
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On the south wall of the ardha mandapa in front of the central 
shrine in the temple. Record dated in the 2nd + 11th year, Mina 
16, ba. Friday, Anusha in the reign of the Pandyan king Parakrama 
Pandyadeva registering an order issued, following the then preva- 
lent convention, in the name of the god, granting some lands and 
certain other privileges and income to Kailasanatha-Bhattan of 
Vasishtha gotra and Agvalayana siiva, resident of Tirukkudamikku. 
appointing him as the accountant of the temple (Tiru dlat eluttu.) 
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On the prakara wall. Fragment mentioning the Sth year, 
Plavanga, Karkataka 5, of the reign of the Pandya king Parakrama 
Pandy adeva. 
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On the north prakara wall. An incomplete record dated in 
Saka 1413, corresponding to the 2nd + 11th year, Karkataka 12, 
S'u. pafichami, Monday, Uttara in the reign of the Pandyan king 
Parakrama Pandyadeva registering an order in the name of 
the god following the convention appointing Sankara Nayanar 
Sadgs'iva Bhattan [and probably some others] to do avchana service 
in the temple.

Kulasekharadeva. Seems to register some gift of land to the 
temple as dévaddana. 

Fragment dated in 
the Saka 1484, corresponding to the 13th + 4th year of the reign 
of the Pandyan king Viravenbamalai alias Peruma] Kulasekhara 


deva. 
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To the south of the Sannidhi. Fragment mentioning the 6th ++ 
13th year of the reign of the Pandyan king Tirunelveli Perumal 
Vikrama [Pandya] deva. Seems to refer to some grant. 
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On the southern side. Fragment dated in S'aka 1479, correspon- 


ding to the 16th + * year of the reign of the Pandyan king Parak- 
rama Pandyadeva mentioning Sankaranarayana sirmai. 
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On the southern side of the pial at the entrance of the middle 
gOpura in the temple. Another fragment mentioning the 6th + 15th 
year of the Pandyan king Vikramadeva Pandya mentioning the 
kaniyatcht of the temple authorities. 
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On the northern side of the gdpura. Fragment mentioning 
Tribhuvana chakravartin. 
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(No. 488 of 1917). Ona pillar set up near the temple of Kurrala- 
nathasvamin. Record dated in Saka 1498, Dhatu, Dakshindyana, 
Varsha-ritu, Simha,S‘u. trayodasi, Wednesday, S‘ravana, corres- 
ponding to A.D. 1576, August 8, being the 14th regnal year of the 
Later Pandyan king of Tirunelvéli, Jatilavarman alias Tribhuvana 
chakravartin K6nérinmaikondan Perumal Alagan Perumal Ativira 
raman Srivallabha, son of Tirunelvéli Perumal Viravenbamalai 
alias Dharma-perumal Kulasékharadéva, commencing with the 
prasasti Bhuvanéka vira, Chandrakulapradipa, etc. registering the 
remission of the taxes on certain lands in favour of the temple of 
the Tirukkurralam-udaiya-Nayanar for conducting the sacred-bath.

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On the north, west and. south walls of the central shrine in the 
temple. Record registering an order of the god Sundararajapperu-

Record 
dated in Saka 1665, Rudhirddgarin, Vaikaéi 5, s'u. chaturdasii, 
Thursday, Mrigas‘irsha in the reign of the Mysore ruler Krishna- 
_ raja Vodaiyar registering the gift of the village Nagasamudram 
_ together with its hamlets Pallappatti, Paraippattai, Kottaippatti 
_ Pichchinayakkanpati, S éiiji Alagiri-nayakkan-pati and Pidama 
rattuppatti as savvamanya to the temple of god Padmagiris’vara and 
goddess Abhirami-amman for meeting the expenses of the daily 
4 worship, offerings, etc. by Parakki Venkata rayar, probably an

The date is irregular. 
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Another copper-plate grant then in the possession of Rama- 
krishna Gurukkal, another sthdnika of the same temple. Record 
dated in the cylic year Plavanga, Karttigai [2] 3; Su... Wednesday, 
Révati in the reign of the Madurai Nayaka ruler Vijayaranga 
Chokkanatha Nayakar registering the gift of the villages [Amattarai 
Toppampatti and Mélakkottai] as sarvamanya by Dalavay ‘Nara- 
nappayyan to the ‘temple of god Padmagiris'vara and the goddess 
Abhiramiamman. 


The record contains the usual preamble as in No. 799 above 
giving the list of rulers both of Vijayanagara and of Madurai. 


It also contains at the beginning the year, Saka 1672, Kali 4440 
and in another era 1361. These three years do not correspond to 
the cyclic year Plavanga quoted inthe record. Further, the king 
Vijaya Ranga Chokkanatha Nayaka was dead long since in S’aka

Kodangi-pat'i and Madattuppatti to the god Sokkar of Namanakuri- 
chchi by Vira Puchchiya-Nayaka, son of Obala Pachchaiya Nayaka 
who was a brother of Tirumalai Paichchi Nayaka. It is stated 
therein that the temple of the god Sokkar of Namanakurichchi was 
founded by the family of the donor. 
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(No.97 of 1929). [On a slab containing an.image of Subrahmanya 
under a tree in the village.] Record dated in Saka 1651, Kali 4772. 
Praméduta, Mas'i 11, stating that‘the village Ambalikkai was granted 
as sarvamanya to the temple of Kulandai-Vélayudhasvamin in the 
days of Tirumalai-Chinnappa Nayaka. 


The Epigraphical report gives the Saka year as 1600. The date 


is irregular. The S’aka, the Kali.and the cyclic years do not corres- 
pond.

Record dated inthe 5th year of the reign of the 
Kongu king Rajakésarivarman alias Tribhuvana chakravartin Vira- 
rajendradeva registering the gift by a private individual of 3 ma 
of land to meet the expenses of offerings to, Aludaiya-pillaiyar (f.¢., 
Tirujianasambandha) in the temple of god Tiruvagigvaram-udaiya- 
Mahadéva at Kiranir alias Kolumam-konda-s'dlanallir in Ponga- 
lorkka-nadu. 
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On the north wall of the same shrine. Record dated in the 9th 
year of the reign of the Kongu king Tribhuvana chakravartin Vira- 
rajendradeva registering the gift of land with a sowing capacity of 
one kalam of paddy seed by Sandan Atis'ayas'dlan alias Kuldttunga 
Chéla Iruagolan for raising a red-lotus garden (Sengalunir-odat) to 
god Tiruvagigvaram-udaiya-Nayanar of Kirantr alias Koluman- 
kondas/dJanallar in Pongalurkka-nadu. 
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The place where this is found engraved is not stated. Record 
dated in the 13th year of the reign of the Koagu king Tribhuvana 
chakravartin Virarajendra registering the gift of gold by a vellala 
to burn a twilight lamp in front of god Aludaiyar Tiruvagigvaram- 


udaiyar, 
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The lines appear to have been mixed up and the record copied 
corruptly. 
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An incomplete record of the 7th year of the reign of the Kongu 
king Rajakésarivarman alias Tribhuvana chakravartin Sri Vira- 
rajendradeva which stops after mentioning Kiranur in Pongalirk- 
karai-nadu. 
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The exact place where this is found engraved is not stated. 
Record dated in the 26th regnal year of the Kongu king Virachola- 
deva registering the gift of } ma of land in Kilkkirru by Sundaran 
Sundara Pandiya Kulottunga Chola Anuttirap-pallavaraiyan as 
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ardhajamappuram to meet the expenses of midnight-worship to god 
Tiruvagis' varam-udaiya-Mahadéva of Kiranir alias Kolumankonda- 
§olanallar in Pongalirkka-nadu. 

There is also a similar inscription dated in the 20th year of the 
same king in the same temple,

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Record dated inthe 7th year of the reign of the Kongu king 
Rajasekharivarman (which seems to be intended for Rajakésarivar-

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Fragment mentioning the 20 th regnal year of [the Kongu king] 
Vikrama[chola*]deva who was also known as...sarivarman alias

Lines appear to be mixed up. 
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Inthe mahamandapa of the same temple. Damaged record 
dated in the 16th + 3rd year of the reign of the Kongu king Vira- 
rajendradeva. Mentions Yalvallan Pandiyan alias Virarajéndra 
Anuttirap-pallavarayan, one of the mudalit of Kiranir and the god- 
dess Tirukkamakk6tta Nachchiyar in the temple of Aludai yar 
Tiruvagis varam-udaiyar. Evidently the inscription registers the 
setting up of the image of the goddess and making provision for 
the worship of the image by the gift of lands by the mudali.

An incomplete and undated record of Tribhuvana chakra- 
vartin Konerinmaikondan registering the gift of some land as tax- 
free [fratyili] in the village Ayipoyir (?) alias Avanivénda-rama- 
nallir in VaigavUr-nadu to the temple of Subrahmanya-pillaiyar 
at Palani in the same nadu for conducting the service of Avani- 
véndaraman - sandi instituted after his name. The king is evidently 
the Pandyan king having the title Avanivendaraman.

Record dated in Saka 1442, Vikrama, Chittirai 20, 
Friday; navami, Révati, of the reign of the Vijayanagara king Vira” 
pratapa S'ri Krishnadeva Maharaya registering the gift of the 
village Kalayamputtir in Vaigavur-nadu, a sub-division of Karai- 
vaji-nadu in Rajarajapura-sirmai, included in the Kongu mandalam, 
by Kondayadéva Maharaja, the agent of Kondamaraga, the nayaka 
of the king, to meet the expenses of worship and offerings to the god 
Vélayudhap-perumal of the Palani-hill and for celebrating the car 
festival for which Kondamaras'a supplied the temple with a new 
car (t@7). Kondayadéva-Maharaja, who made the grant on behalf of 
his master Kondamarasia, is described as the son of Chennarajayyan 
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and bears high sounding titles, as Kavért-vallabha, Uraiyir purava- 
vadhisvara, Ponnambalanatha-pada-padmaradhaka, etc. He is evi- 
dently a Telugu Choda chief. 

This has been published as No. 488 in the South Indian 
Inscriptions, (Texts), Vol. V. where only a portion of it is given. 
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At the same place, to the east of the above. Record, probably 
with many gaps, of Tribhuvana chakravartin Konerinmaikondan, 
copied corruptly, registering the tax-free gift of the village(?) Sun- 
dara Pandya-nallur to god Dandayudhasvamin fixing the income 
therefrom at 720 kalam of paddy per year, reckoned from the month 
of Adi. The gift was to take effect ‘from the month of Purattagi of 
the znd year of his reign. At the end of the record, his 5th regnal 


year is quoted. 


Probably the present record relates tothe same transaction 
registered in the next inscription, Inthat case the king is the 
Pandyan monarch Jatavarman alias Tribhuvana chakravartin Vira 


Pandyadeva. 
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On the north wall of the central shrine, [to the east of the water- 
tank] in the same temple. Record dated in [the cyclic year Vilam- 
bin], Karttigai 5, on the occasion of a solar eclipse in the reign of 
the Vijayanagara ruler Deva raya-Mallikarjuna raya registering 
the gift of the village Iravimangalam in Vaigavur-nadu to meet the 
expenses of worship, three times a day, ina grand scale to god 
Ilaiya Tambiranar (4.¢., Subrahmanya). 

This has been published as No. 286 of the South Indian Ins- 
criptions (Texts), Vol. V, where only a portion of it is given, 
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(No. 609 of 1893). At the same place, to the west of the water- 
tank. Record dated in the 22nd year, Rudhirddgarin, Tai 20, 
Friday, pafichami, Révati in the reign of Vira Nanjana Udaiyar, 
registering the gift of land by Periya perumal Nambi Tiruvali Alvar 
of Kalayamputtir in Vaigavur-nadu to the god fromthe month of 
Ani of that year. The inscription has been copied with many gaps 
in the middle. : 


The ruler is evidently the Ummattir chief. This also has‘been 
published as No. 285 inthe South Indian Inscriptions (Texts)

There are also two other copies of 
this on the outer gOpura of the same temple]. Sanskrit prasasti in 
verse, written in the Grantha script, of the Chéla king Kulottunga 
Ili. The king is called Tribhuvana Viradeva and is given the 
title Pindyari. He is said to have killed the ruler of Simhala, 
conquered the lord of Kérala and killed Vira Pandya who obtained 
a victory over Indra and also performed the anointment of heroes 
(Virabhishzka) after capturing Madurai. It is also said that his king- 
dom extended from Chakrakkotta (in the Madhya Pradés/a) in the 
north to Anuradhapura in Ceylon in the south. 


In addition to the military achievements of the king, the prasasti 
also enumerates the buildings and temples constructed by him. He 
built the mukha-mandapa of the god Sabhapati (7.c., Nataraja) and the 
gopura of the shrine of the goddess Girindraja (.e., Sivakami Amman) 
and the enclosing verandah (fvakava-harmya), evidently at Chidam- 
baram, of which place he is also described as an unequalled devotee 
(ékabhakta). He built the beautiful temple of Ekamrés'vara (at 
Kaachipuram), the temple of Halahalasya at Madhurai, the temple 
at Madhyarjuna (i.c., Tiruvidaimarudir), the temple of Sri Raje- 
rajés'vara (at Darasuram called Rajarajés'varam in inscriptions), 
the temple of Valmikéévara (at Tiruvariir) andthe sabha mandapa 
and the big gopura of Valmikadhipati. Finally the king built this 
temple of ‘ Tribhuvana-Viréévara ’ -“‘whose brilliant, tall and excel- 
lent vimana interrupts the Sun (in his course)’. 


Further, it is said that the king had the consecration ceremony 
of Siva nnd Parvati in this temple performed by his guru Somés- 
vara, who was the son of S'rikantha-Sambhu and hore the surname 
of Iévara-Siva. The king’s guru was well-versed in the Saiva-darsana 
and the eighteen vidyas (i.e. the Sivapuranas) and had expounded 
the greatness of Siva taught in the Upanishad. He was also the 
author of the work called Siddhanta-ratnakara, 
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(No. 206 of 1931). [On the east wall of the second prakara of 
the Odanavanés'vara temple.] A record of Tribhuvana chakravartin 
Konerjnmaikondan stating that a certain Kuldttungas’dla N[r]it- 
tappéraraiyan purchased a nattuvakkant from Dévan Udaiyanaya- 
kan and gave it as stridhana to his daughter, and so her husband 
had the right of doing service in the temple like other padiyilar 
and of enjoying the privileges due thereunto.

Seems to register the sale of a house 
to the temple. Fromthe Epigraphical report it is learnt that the 
record, of which some stones are lost, is dated in the 15th year...... 
Friday, [Hasta] in the reign of the ‘Hoysala king Ramanathadeva 
and begins with quoting the [2]5th year of the reign of [Rajendra] 
choladeva (III).

kottam, a district of Tondaimandalam alias Jayangondagdla- 
mandalam. 
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The exact location where this is found engraved is not stated in 
‘the original. Record dated in the 32nd year, Mithuna, Su. trayodasii 
“Mrigas'irsha, in the reign of the Chola king Tribhuvana chakravartin 
(Rajakésarivarman ?] alics Kulottungacholadeva registering the 
gift of 3 véli [4] m@ and 31} kulé of land to the temple of Tiruch- 
chorrutturai-udaiya Nayanar to,meet the.expenses of'daily worship 
and repairs.

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INSCRIPTIONAL TERMS EXPLAINED. 


The following list contains epigraphic terms in Tamil used in 
the inscriptions included in these volumes. It is not exhaustive and 
the meanings given for some of the terms are only tentative and 
may require modification in the light of future investigations. The 
terms included in the list cover mostly words denoting taxation, 
from a wide range of time and geographical divisions and it is 
therefore inevitable to find the same tax referred to by different 
names. A careful study will reveal that the list of taxes levied in 
those days is not ‘ formidable’ as it may seem at first sight and 
that many of them are still in vogue in the country, though under 
different names. 


abhisheka-k-kat-k-kanikkat : presents offered to the king 
at the time of his coronation. 

achchu : a coin current in olden days. 

achchu-vari : tax paid in cash ; it may also mean the duty 
payable for minting gold into coins. 

adaiyolat : fee payable to the messengers who bring the 6lat 
bearing official communications. 

adi-p-pachchai : presents payable in kind to the village ser- 
vants in the month of Adi evidently in the sowing season. See 
also karttigai-p-pachchat. 

adukkalai-p-puvam : land set apart for the maintenance of 
the temple kitchen. | 

agava-brahmadeya : village given as gift for colonising 
brahmanas. 

agavam: same as agrahava,; also known as brahmadeya ; 
brahmana settlement. 

al-amajijt : workman pressed into service without wages. 

alikkal ; stone marked with the figure of a chakra (wheel) 
and set up to mark the boundary of the lands belonging to a 
Vishnu temple. 
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alugal-sarakku : evidently, the right of collecting the refuse 
and waste thrown in the village. 


amara, amara-nayakam: tract of land assigned to military 
officers in which they were entitled to collect only certain revenues 
with the obligation to raise a contingent of army ready for service 
whenever called upon and also pay tribute to the state. This was 
prevalent in the days of Vijayanagara rule. 


amudu-padi : food offering. 


_ anai-ch-chalat : elephant stable ; also denotes the tax payable 
for the maintenance of the same. 


andeluttu-t-tevai : a tax (obligation to be met) prevalent in 
olden days, the exact nature of which is not clear. 


angarainga-vaibhava : worship to include all kinds of enjoy 
ments ; also referred to as angavanga-vatbhoga. 


antarayam : [internal revenue], taxes levied by the local body; 
also known as ¢/-var1, 

ara-ch-chala bhogam : tax-free land given to and set apart for 3 
the maintenance of feeding-houses. . 


avasu-feru : fee collected by the state probably for the perfor- 
mance of police duties, and the maintenance of security, perphaps 
distinct from the wages of the village watchman. [The term literally 
means payment to the arasu, 1.e., king or kingship. In later days it 
came also to mean the payments to the class of people known as 
avasumakkal, (members of the royal family ?) Nigra Os in various 
parts of the country]. 


ayam : general term denoting taxes. [The word literally 
means income. Later on, it also denoted customs, toll]. 


chandes svava-p-peruvilat : price paid for the purchase of lands 
of the Siva temple in the hands of Chandésvara, the traditional 
executive of the Siva temple. 


chandradityavat, chandradittaval, chandradittavay: as long as 
moon and sun last. 


chaturvedimangalam : village colonised by brahmanas learned 
in the (four) Vedas ; also: called mangalam. The word is often 
written as savuppetimangalam in the Tamil inscriptions, 


dévadana : land or village given as gift to the temples. - + 
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déva(r)kanmi : temple executive ; servant of the god. 


dharma-danam : gift of lands tax-free, generally for chari- 
table purposes. 


echchoru, erchdru: free food given to the village labourers in 
the night. 


eluvat : death-duty ; fee for crematorium. [The term nadenra- 
elavat in a Pudukkottai State Inscription (No. 264) has led some 
scholars to equate this word with anfarayam payable to nadu. 
This word is largely found used only in Kongu inscriptions where 
it always occurs conjointly with wgavai. The word ugavai is 
referred to as wgappar-pon, i.e., gold paid on joyous occasions, like 
the marriage, etc. Another inscription of an earlier period from 
Erode registers an agreement for the payment of only two items; 
fee for each marriage and gold for each cremation. As _ wugavai 
means the tax on marriage, e/avai should mean only as stated 
above. cf. also the tamil word #/avu.] 


enney: profession tax levied on oil-trade. 
ervt-p-patti : land given for the maintenance of tanks. 


eru-sattu : extra worship and festivals conducted in temples 
in connection with the hoisting of the temple flag at the commence- 
ment of the festival. The words literally means dhvajarohana. 


idaiyar-vart : tax on shepherds, 
idangai : castes known as ‘ Left-hand.’ 
idangai-vari : duties to be paid by the members of the left- 


hand castes. 


ilam punjai : tax for toddy-drawing. This was known as 
ilam-pitchi in the days of the Pallava rule. 

ilanjanai-p-pzru : fee for affixing the royal seal. This is 
referred to as lanjanai-p-peru and some times as laiginat-p-peru. 

ina-vari: communal tax ; amount payable to the communal 
organisations and their leaders. 

irai : a general term denoting the revenue and the taxes to 
be paid to government. 

irai-bhogam: enjoyment of the revenue ; melvaram, 


grai-k-kadan : land-tax, 
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traryilt ; tax-free ; exempt from government taxes. 


iraigal : exemption, generally applied to iraz, thereby mean- 
ing exemption from taxes. 


 trangu-sattu : extra worship and festivities in connection 

with the lowering of the temple-flag at the conclusion of the festi- 
val, i.e., dhavaja-avarohana, 

jivitam : land assigned to the officials or military retainers for 
their enjoyment in lieu of salary. In such cases, the officials were 
entitled only ta collect the tax or revenue payable by the 
tenants as méluaram. 

jodi : see sod. 

kadai-k-kuttilakkai : a tax current in olden days, the exact 
nature of which is not clear. 


kadai-p-pu: last cultivation ; the last crop raised in a year on 
the land. 


kadamai : revenue ; tax to be paid to government in kind. 


kadu-kaval ; tax for the preservations and maintenance of 
forests. [ka@du also means cremation ground. ] 


katkkolar : class of men distinguished by the strength of arms. 
[This word is found included in the establishment of temples in 
those days. ] 


kalanju : a gold coin prevalent in olden days ; also represents 
the equivalent weight. 


kalinga vayan-panam : tax payable to Kalingarayan [to meet 
the expenses incurred on the public works executed by him 
when he was in charge of Kongu-nadu.] 


kanam : excess payment, either in cash or in kind, over and 
above what is actually payable, asa fine for default in not making 
the payment on the due date. 


kat: right of ownership, cultivation or enjoyment. 


kaniyaichi : hereditary ownership of enjoyment of certain 
office 


kannadi : tax for the manufacture and sale of mirrors. 


kar : crop raised in the winter season: a variety of paddy
